- there would be really very 
little to discuss.

Then again, if he lapsed a 
lot, that would be something 
else, so my thoughts went on. 

Fascinated by the 
thought, I mulled over the 
whole idea of celibacy. Why 
not a gay celibate? After all, if 
you think of the Pope as a 
straight celibate, then the con¬ 
cept is not too far fetched. 

Celibacy must require 
some marked degree of resis¬ 
tance, whether the heterosexual 
or the homosexual kind. The 
whole idea would not mean 
much unless the celibate was 
suppressing some sex urge and 
avoiding foul, nefarious pur¬ 
suits. 

There would have to be 
some really homey impulses to 
overcome to make celibacy 
meaningful. 

I began to realize there 
would have to be some rather 
nasty thoughts that were 
gloriously dirty to enable one to 
achieve the highest degree of 
virtue by abstaining and avoid¬ 
ing gratification. 

Truly, I surmised, that is 
the source of sainthood. 

After all, it would be 
somewhat of a farce if you had 
no sex drives and went about 
demcuiding those that do to 
keep it in their pants or covered 
up, as the Ccise may be. 

Then I began to suspect 
that that may just be the 
trouble with some saintly 


celibates, especially those who 
set the style years ago. They 
made a virtue out of their own 
incapacity. 

How clever; how diaboli¬ 
cal: virtue, for some, results 
from incapacity. 

But, since this had nothing 
to do with Fr. McNeill, really, I 
had to think up new questions to 
ask at an interview.

GAYS AMONG 
THE RANK AND FILE 

San Francisco . Flush with suc¬ 
cess with Local #250, the 
Hospital and Institutional Work¬ 
ers Union, Bay Area Gay Liber¬ 
ation activists are making a 
push to get all unions to support 
gay rights and to protect gay 
workers from discrimination. 

Hank Wilson, who is a 


member of BAGL Labor Com¬ 
mittee, announced the comple¬ 
tion of a project which put all 
local unions on notice to pro¬ 
tect gay rights by including a 
"sexual orientation" clause in 
labor contracts. 

According to BAGL 
spokespersons, the School Bus 
Drivers' local heis put "sexual 
orientation" on the agenda as an 
item in the current contract 
discussions. 

Reportedly, the manage¬ 
ment of the bus company which 
has the city contract is "sensi¬ 
tive" about including the sexual 
orientation clause since it may 
present a problem in other 
districts outside of San 
Francisco. 

BAGL is relying on the 
fact that the San Francisco 
Administrative Code prohibits 
discrimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation under 
sections 12a and 12b. 

A strike is currently in 
progress against the school bus 
operators, and the strikers are 
receiving support from BAGL 
members. 

There had been allega¬ 
tions leveled against Luxor Cab 
by some who charged gay 
discrimination, and BAGL took 
.up the issue with the company. 
Luxor has denied the charges 
and the allegations of discrimi¬ 
nation as they appeared in a | 
recent issue of The Sentinel. 


BAGL is seeking a posi¬ 
tive statement on hiring and 
promotion policies as regcirds 
gay employees. 

BAGL investigated the 
appearance of pickets in front 
of the pro-gay play "Boy Meets 
: Boy." A visit was made to the 
producer of the play, Edith 
> O'Hara at 440 Broadway, and 
her version was heard. 

Then an appointment was 
made to talk with Actors' 
Equity to get their side, and a 
meeting was arranged at 
100 Bush Street. The reception 
was friendly and constructive. 
Promises were made to BAGL 
that the inclusion of a "sexual 
orientation" clause shouldn't 
present much of a problem to 
their organization. 

The main thing that came 
from the meeting was the 
assurance of the imion that the 
pickets should in no way be 
considered to be anti-gay. The 
problem, they assured those 
present, was strictly a labor 
dispute. 

It is noteworthy that since 
that meeting another faction 
has opened a competitive 
version of the same play, "Boy 
Meets Boy," and the latter has 
the support of the local imions! 

In the meantime, the 
Municipal Railway workers have 
decided to strike, and BAGL is 
planning to seek commimity 
support for the strikers - the 
BAY AREA REPORTER S 


strategy being to get support 
for gay rights in exchamge for 
gay support for workers' rights. 

About the same time, the 
Labor Committee of BAGL 
received a letter from the Steel 
Workers' Union requesting gay 
support for a slate of candi¬ 
dates in the up-coming leader¬ 
ship struggle within the union. 
It is significant that a number 
of gay organizations have been 
contacted by the "slate" seeking 
gay support. 

BAGL took up a collection 
of funds to be sent to the 
"slate" supporters accompanied 
with BAGL literature support¬ 
ing gay rights. 

BAGL is also actively sup¬ 
porting workers in the strike 
against the Bay Guardian 
currently underway here m the 
city. 

BAGL activists are firmly 
convinced that fighting for gay 
rights through the union move¬ 
ment will be eui effective 
method in the over all battle 
plan.

j Swine Flu Program 

San Francisco's swine flu 
program has begun to tedte 
shape since recent Federal 
legislation solved the liability 
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insurance issue. The Federal 
government now assumes all 
liability for the drug firms that 
produce the vaccine and for edl 
persons who either administer 
the vaccine or otherwise partic¬ 
ipate in the National Influenza 
Program for 1976. The first 
shipment of vaccine is not 
expected to be received in San 
Francisco before October 1st, 
but recent word from the State 
Health Department suggests the 
possibility of an additional one 
or two week delay in its arrival 
and distribution. 

Swine flu immunization 
will be conducted by both public 
and private health facilities 
amounting to some 40 sites 
spread throughout the city. It 
is planned that the Department 
of Public Health’s Emergency 
Medical Stations and District 
Health Centers will be operat¬ 
ing respectively as morning and 


afternoon walk-in clinics. Mass 
immunization sites are being 
scheduled for five consecutive 
Saturdays starting in October, 
the first date depending upon 
the arrival of the initial ship¬ 
ment of vaccine. The site of 
this Saturday program will 
rotate curound the city and each 
will be organized to vaccinate a 
large volume of people using 
the highly publicized "jet guns." 
To supplement this, it is pos¬ 
sible that Tuesday and Thursday 
programs may be set up to 
serve designated areas. As 
voluntary participants, a 
number of neighborhood health 
centers, private hospitals and 
industrial medical groups will 
be serving the commimity by 
operating walk-in clinics on 
weekdays and/or weekends. 

Volunteers from a number 
of sources will play a very 
important role in the swine flu 


program. They will be needed 
as explainers of the informed 
consent forms which each 
person vaccinated will be 
required to sign, as well as 
filling other key positions such 
as translators, gun operators, 
etc. Volunteer training will be 
provided during the second half 
of September. Volunteer 
orgcmizations or other com¬ 
munity groups wishing to 
participate should contact the 
Swine Flu Program at 558—5266 
cLs soon as possible. 


Club Baths Sued 

CIVIL RIGHTS ISSUE 


San Francisco. A "Complaint 
for Deprivation of Civil Rights, 
Infliction of Emotional Distress 
and Injunction" was filed in the 
Superior Court here by Richard 
Gayer, Esq., on behalf of a 
number of persons who adlege 
that they have been discrim¬ 
inated against by The Club Bath 
House and deprived of their 
civil rights. 

The complaint is a class 
action which arises out of 
alleged discriminatory exclu¬ 
sions emd ejections by the Club 
Baths located at 201 Eighth 
Street, San Francisco, of 
certain persons such as blacks, 
effeminate men, older people 
and those with disabilities not 
related to bath house activities. 


Gayer stated that he has 
been the attorney for others 
discriminated against by the 
same bath house, and that the 
situation has become serious 
enough to seek injunctive relief. 

Gayer noted that the bath 
house caters to gay men emd 
competes for bath house 
business here. However, he 
alleges that they use arbitrary 
standards and classifications 
unrelated to the bath house 
business to exclude certain 
persons from enjoying the 
facilities. 

One plaintiff contends he 
was excluded because he was 
considered "effeminate;" 

another claims he was excluded 
for snapping his fingers (which 
conduct was not considered 
masculine by the accused bath 
house); two others were 
excluded because they allegedly 
entered the premises with 
others who were excluded as 
being effeminate; one 
contended he was excluded 
because he was a black man; a 
39 year old plaintiff contends 
they considered him too old to 
safely use the bath house 
facilities; and there were others 
with similar complaints. 

Because of the variety 
and number of the complaints, 
Gayer brought a class action on 
behalf of his clients and for all 
others who might be discrim¬ 
inated against in the futiure.

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Two hundred fifty dollars 
is being sought for each under 
the Unruh Act, plus $1,000 each 
for actual damages and 
emotional distress, in addition 
to $2,000 each in punitive 
damages. 

The injunction being 
sought would permit subsequent 
complainants to obtain without 
the need for a new trial of the 
cases in each new instance of 
discrimination by the bath 
house. 

A security bond of at 
least $200,000 is being sought 
by the plaintiffs to guarantee 
compliance with the law and to 
assure the availability of fimds 
to pay claims awarded by the 
court. 

Named in the suit along 
with Hawaiian Village, Inc., 
d.b.a. The Club Baths of San 
Francisco, is the bath house 
manager, Ray Andrews. 

Gayer noted that the Club 
Baths is the same bath house 
recently sued by Hank Wilson 


under the Unruh Act in the 
Small Claims Court here. In 
that case, Wilson alleged 
discrimination merely because 
he was wearing a Bay Area Gay 
Liberation (BAGL) t-shirt.

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Caesar Chavez & 
Alice B Not For 
Mendelsohn 

CEASAR CHAVEZ JOINS ALICE 
IN NON-ENDORSEMENT 
OF MENDELSOHN 

San Francisco * Word came back 
from Fresno that the United 
Farm Workers Union, headed by 
Ceasar Chavez, endorsed every 
Democratic candidate in the 
state except San Fraincisco 
Supervisor Robert Mendelsohn 
in his bid for the Senate seat of 
Senator Milton Marks in the 5th 
District here. 

The United Farm Workers 
Union met in Fresno on the 4th 
of September; at the meeting, 
the members became aware of 
the fact that Mendelsohn had 
accepted $1,000 as a contribu¬ 
tion from the Committee on 
Agricultural Policy (State) 
located through Post Office Box 
3802, San Francisco. 

Checking with the Secre¬ 
tary of State's Office in 
Sacramento reveals that that 


organization has an I.D. Number 
741897 which is registered to 
the California Canners and 
Growers. The Treasurer of the 
Committee is listed as Richard 
Qunan. 

The California Canners 
and Growers is located at the 
World Trade Center in San 
Francisco, and it reportedly 
uses the Committee as its 
political funding arm. 

Since the United Farm 
Workers Union tends to regard 
the Canners and Growers as 
their adversary, it was not sur¬ 
prising to have the membership 
vote to refer the question of 
the Mendelsohn endorsement to 
the "executive level," as one 
observer put it, emd that meant 
to Chavez himself. 

Chavez's reaction has 
been described by several 
observers in several ways; how¬ 
ever, only the facts indicate 
what he must have thought: 
there would be no endorsement 
for Mendelsohn from his union. 

The non-endorsement by 
the farm workers follows on the 
heels of the non-endorsement of 
Mendelsohn by the Alice B. 


Toklas Democratic Club here, a 
fact which may or may not be 
significant depending on your 
point of view. 

Ed Slevin of Senator 
Marks' office was understamd- 
ably delighted at the turn of 
events auid hopes the farm 
workers' action will foster a 
trend by labor toward Marks. 

According to Slevin, the 
$1,000 contribution made to 
Mendelsohn was the largest 
amount of money paid to any 
candidate in the primaries by 
the Growers. 

Perhaps it was because 
the contribution was made by a 
"front" group, suggested Slevin; 
it hit the farm workers harder 
when they foimd out.

Sacramento. The Assembly 
Tuesday night unanimously by a 
vote of 77 to 0 gave final 
approved to legislation by 


Assembly Speaker Leo T. 
McCarthy (D-San Fremcisco) 
establishing guidelines for 
multi-purpose senior centers 
designed to provide services for 
the elderly throughout the 
state. 

The measure, AB 1810, 
directs the Agency to establish 
regulations and licensing pro¬ 
cedures for multi-purpose 
centers for persons age fifty- 
five and over. It also approves 
the use of private, state and 
federal funding for senior 
centers. 

"In California alone we 
have over four million persons 
over fifty-five years of age who 
at one time or another may 
want to take advantage of 
multi-purpose centers," 

McCarthy said. "This bill, while 
not memdating additional funds 
for multi-purpose centers at 
this time, does set in motion 
the machinery already in 
existence to regulate and help 
establish them." 

The piirpose of the new 
centers is to provide full care 
for elderly citizens who now are 
segregated to special day care

"My son has been raped by 
a male homosexual," she 
asserted and then went on to 
allege, "doctors and local 
authorities say that this hap¬ 
pens often." She went on to 
relate that although her three 
year old son did not get V.D. 
the disesise he got was not 
sufficient proof to have the 
"assaulant" (sic) arrested. 

When Jane Muramoto was 
challenged at the station for 
broadcasting the item, she 
claimed it was a free speech 
right protected under the First 
Amendment of the U.S. Consti¬ 
tution. Ms. Muramoto 
defended the station cind 
claimed they got permission to 
show the tape by their New 
York office. 

According to the reac¬ 
tions of Muramoto, the station 
was more concerned with the 


"legadity" of broadcasting the 
anti-homosexual blurb than she 
was about the validity of the 
story. 

The station did not check 
the truth of the facts. "People 
may say anything they wish," 
contended Muramoto, "if it is 
within our guidelines." Truth is 
not among the guidelines. 

By their own standards 
they clearly state, "We reserve 
the right to select those 
messages to be aired." The 
responsibility is clearly upon 
the station. Those who find the 
policy offensive will have to 
resort to filing complaints with 
the Federad Communications 
Commission or at least by 
writing to the station at 
227 Golden Gate Avenue, San 
Francisco, California 94102, 
and letting them know what you 
think of them.

Hayakawa was the oppressive 
head of San Francisco State 
who continued to inflame 
student demonstrations there in 
its famed uprising. His policies 
and his cruel, inhum cine treat¬ 
ment of students and teachers 
who opposed him ired this 
reporter who joined in the S.F. 
State picket lines . . . He comes 
from the ultra-right politically 
and recently told a meeting of 
Republican women, "I am 
deeply, deeply, deeply 
prejudiced against homosexu¬ 
ality and I will vote that way." 

Meanwhile, Senator 

Timney appears to have seen 
the light. He recently wrote, 
"Over the past several years, 
the gay movement has shown 
the public (and us in public 
office) the very real denial of 
basic human, civil and economic 
rights to people whose sexual 
orientation differs from the 
majority. This discrimination 
exists in areas of employment, 
immigration, military service 
and, until recently, employment 
regulated by the United States 
Civil Service Commission." 

Tunney now recognizes 
the problem and gives this 
ancilysis of how he and gay 
rights activists might advance 
their program: "It is obvious 
that such discrimination must 
end, and that appropriate 
(national) legislation is needed. 
Rather than make extravagant 
promises, let me suggest what I 
believe to be a realistic and 
workable approach. For legisla¬ 
tion of this kind to succeed, it 
must pass the House of Repre¬ 
sentatives before it will be 
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taken seriously by the Senate. 
The House is currently con¬ 
sidering legislation on this sub¬ 
ject (Congresswoman Bella 
Abzug's bill to extend the Civil 
Rights Act of 1964 to include 
gay rights). As Chairman of the 
Senate Constitutional Rights 
Sub-committee, which would 
have jurisdiction over such 
legislation, I am prepared to 
have the Sub-committee hold 
hearings on this important issue 
on the Senate side. Moreover, I 
have directed my staff to offer 
assistance to the House 
Committee working on this 
legislation in an effort to move 
the bill during the current legis¬ 
lative session. 

"As Chairman of the 
Constitutional Rights Sub¬ 
committee, one of my responsi¬ 
bilities is to ensure that equal 
protection under the Constitu¬ 
tion is extended to all citizens. 
Be assured that I will carry out 
that responsibility." 

This reporter recently 
talked with Tunney euid 
received his even more 
emphatic assurance that he will 
support the Abzug bill when it 
moves to the Senate. We are 
firmly convinved that he has 
been fully educated on gay 
rights (largely by David 
Goodstein, publisher of the 
Advocate) and is sincerely sup- 
portive. 

Those who question 
Tunney's credentials as a 
fighter for other minorities and 
working people need only check 
his legislative ratings by the 
Americans for Democratic 
action (95%), AFL-CIO COPE 
(89%)> League of Women Voters 
(100%) and League of Conserva¬ 
tion Voters (83%). He received 
a Zero rating with the right- 
wing Americans for Constitu¬ 
tional Action. 

If gay rights are to be 
achieved on a national level, it 
will not be done by sitting on 
the sidelines and hoping that 
someday the absolutely perfect 
candidate will win. Realistic 
gay voters should be supporting 
a msui who came aboard rather 
late but who can do us a great 
deal of good in the future - 
Senator John Tunney.

unless the people are told just 
what is what, we could get 
stuck with another Nixon.

The President of the 
United States is supposed to be 
our leader.

State Denys Gay 
Job Security 

San Francisco . The Pride 
Foundation was notified by the 
Chairman of the Fair Employ¬ 
ment Practices Commission 
that its petition to have gay 
citizens protected in employ¬ 
ment was rejected by a vote of 
5 to 2 abstentions. 

The petition was first 
heard at a regular meeting of 
the FEPC in Szui Francisco on 
April 1, 1976. At that time, 
Frederick C. Furth, a prominent 
San Francisco attorney, repre¬ 
sented Pride and presented both 
written and oral arguments. 

The second phase was 
conducted at a hearing in Los 
Angeles on May 6, 1976, under 
the direction of the publisher of 
The Sexual Law Reporter , the 
attorney Thomas Coleman. 

Noting that the majority 
of the commission was now 
made up of appointees of 
Governor Edmond G. Brown, 
Jr., it was hoped they would be 
more sympathetic to gay rights, 
according to Coleman. 

Unfortunately, the com¬ 
mission is still being "served" by 
Charles Wilson as their Acting 
Chief Counsel, and does not 
seem to be in sympathy accord¬ 
ing to long-time observers of 
the FEPC. 

The Chairman, John A. 
Martin, Jr., has been openly in 
support of protecting gay 
citizens imder the FEPC; how¬ 
ever, Martin reported that the 
FEPC staff recommended 
against the inclusion of gay 
citizens and that recommenda¬ 
tion was the one adopted by the 
Commission. 

There may have been 
success from this petition had it 
not been for a suit filed by the 
attorney Richard Gayer of San 
Francisco. He filed for the Gay 
Law Students Association v. 

Pacific Telephone & Telegraph 

Co. and the Fair Employment 

Practices Commission. In the 

opinion of Commission Chair¬ 
person Martin, that case forced 
the Attorney General of the 
State to take a position in 
opposition to gay rights as a 
result of the challenge in court. 
If Gayer had waited until the 
FEPC could have acted on an 
administrative level and if 
there had been no action by the 
Attorney General, things might 
have been different. 

For example, Martin 
pointed out, if the petition filed 
by Pride had been considered on 
its merits alone, it may have 
received favorable considera¬ 
tion. 

Also, if Gayer had been 


patient and held back for the 
FEPC to exhaust "administra¬ 
tive remedies" and if the ruling 
had favored Pride, then the 
Attorney General would have 
had to support the position 
taken by the State Agency. In 
that case the Attorney General 
would have been on the side of 
the gay citizens against the 
telephone compcuiy. 

As it is, the Attorney 
General was forced to issue cm 
opinion which has denied pro¬ 
tection in employment to gay 
citizens. 

The Pride Foundation is 
using administrative procedures 
locally to fight the Pacific 
Telephone Company under 
sections 12a and 12b of the San 
Francisco Administrative Code. 

That strategy has been 
very successful to date. Two of 
the last two rulings have 
favored Pride against the phone 
company and the phone 
company now faces the last of 
its appeals at the administra¬ 
tive level on September 14 here 
in San Francisco before the 
Human Rights Commission. In 
this case, as planned, the City 
Attorney must support the 
position of gay citizens! 

Furth is also the attorney 
for Pride in this hearing. 

In the meantime. Gayer 
has tcdcen another case before 
the Federal Coiurt as a class 
action imder the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act. That case is also 
against the Pacific Telephone & 
Telegraph Company for dis¬ 
crimination against gay persons. 

On August 27, 1976, U.S. 
District Judge Spencer Williams j: 
ruled against Gayer and 
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declared that the 1964 Civil 
Rights Act does not prohibit 
discrimination against gay 
persons! That ruling against 
Gayer, according to Pride, will 
not help in their action coming 
up September 14. 

A spokesperson for Pride 
reminded gay citizens in 
particular that the legal 
struggle for gay rights is cm on¬ 
going one and a hard one. It 
does cost money. 

Pride, which is a tax- 
exempt, non-profit organiza¬ 
tion, depends solely upon dona¬ 
tions to conduct its numerous 
activities and legal battles.

Under legislation authored 
by Senator John F. Foran (Dem. 
- S.F.-Seui Mateo), the San 


Francisco State Maritime 
Historical Park and the Haslet t 
Warehouse were transferred to 
the Golden Gate National 
Recreation Area by Governor 
Edmund G. Brown, Jr. 

Senator Foran said that 
the Governor decided to 
exercise the option granted to 
him to transfer the historical 
vessels at the Hyde Street pier 
and the adjacent red brick 
warehouse to the National Park 
Service. Involved are the ves¬ 
sels Wampana, C. A. Thayer, 
Eureka, Alma, Hercules and 
numerous maritime artifacts 
collected by the State. Legisla¬ 
tion by Congressman Phillip 
Burton (Dem. - S.F.) authorized 
the Federal government to 
accept the transfer. 

"The taxpayer will be 
saved $1 million annually in 
operating costs, as well as $10 
million in required reconstruc¬ 
tion work," Foran noted. "More 
importantly," he stated, "Sam 
Francisco now becomes the 
Maritime Historical Capitol of 
the Nation."

The tales aggrandized me little, 
for they told more times of 
finding fool's gold that tried to 
pass (mine and the men Tve 
met).

Tales of shipwreck, of 
ruination, of defeat, of disaster 
are easy to pass along. They 
make everyone feel better — 
feeling how better off they are 
than the victims.

Not only does 
one dread sounding like Eric 
Segal, but hesitant. For the 

details are almost too intimate 
to make public. 

And yet something ought 
still be reported — if only as a 
testimonial to an adolescent 
faith. From my public awaken¬ 
ings I have worshipped in Eros's 
temple. I have served that 
religion — a pledged hand¬ 
maiden to the goddess. I 
persisted and managed to 
survive. Perhaps only because I 
felt I had to be ready for the 
knight errant. 

' To be sure life has 
showered me with love; I have 
been bathed in its waters. 
Where I was "love" was sure to 
be lurking.

Following quickly on the 
heels of their number one AM 


hit, "Sara Smile," RCA has just 
relecised Daryl Hall and John 
Oates* 5th album, BIGGER 
THAN BOTH OF US. It's a fine 
album, with tremendous com¬ 
mercial potential in soul and 
Top 40's markets. At this time 


Hall emd Oates have established 
themselves as the country's top 
purveyors of "blue-eyed soul." 
Leaving the Philly scene in 
1970, wisely seeing its stag¬ 
nancy and zero-growth poten- 
ti 2 ds, Hall and Oates fit into 
neither the ranks of the 
Philadelphia-sound black musi¬ 
cians, whose newly acquired 
middle class gocils and aspira¬ 
tions precluded adventure and 
experimentation in favor of 
sticking with proven successful 
formulae, nor with the white 
"experts" in the scene who have 
perfected technological compe¬ 
tence to turn out soul-less pap/ 
pop disco-muzak. H & O went 
on to easily out-flank that 
entire school of musical idiom 
(skill, brains, talent, feel, all in 
one package — what luck for 
RCA) and BIGGER THAN BOTH 
OF US will, no doubt, be their 
biggest album yet. 

Side one will set the 
standcurds for this genre of 
music for yeairs. The entire 
side is excellent and will 
certainly be a joy to hecir in 
discos, where musical monotony 
has been lately in vogue. (Side 
2 is not as good, though certain¬ 
ly not bad.) Their songs have 
the heavily sensuous melodies 
which seem to drive disco-goers 
bananas, coupled with 
unapproachable hcirmonies and 
musical compositions worthy of 
real rock 'n' roll bands. The 
songs, all originals, sound 
vaguely - in some cases vividly 
- familiar, borrowing generously 
from current hit-formulae. The 
difference is that H & O know 
exactly what they're doing — 
and they do it well.

The Dictators Go 
Girl Crazy (Epic) 

The Dictators 

After the New York 
Yankees, the Dictators are 
probably the Bronx's most 
important contribution to 
American culture. A Meltzer- 
ian hard rock band composed of 
polished — albeit fim-loving — 
musicians, the Dictators are 
steeped in the finest traditions 
of rock 'n' roll. Their first 
album, GIRL CRAZY, is about 
to become a collectors' item — 
having been a commercial 
disaster with a total sale of 
around 15, immediately cut out 
by Epic — as once again they 
approach the recording studio, 
this time for Asylum Records. 

GIRL CRAZY, a 
Krugman-Pearlman master¬ 
piece, should not be ignored, as 
it is clearly an e«u:ly high-water 
mark in the evolution of New 
York rock 'n' roll, which only 
now, with the emergence of 
Patti Smith, the Ramones, 
Talking Heads and Television, is 
coming into its own. Presently 
the most popular club band in 
Fim City, the Dictators are 
beginning to gain national 
recognition for their powerful 
welding of technically flawless, 
expert musicicuiship with the 
good-time approach to musicad 
entertainment too many groups 
ignore in their quest for kudos 
from the all-too-serious effete 
snobs and assholes who Spiro 
Agnew pointed out in the Press 
Establishment. The Dictators 
are not the Eagles. 

Fronted by Handsome 
Dick Manitoba ("Hamdsomest 
Mam in Rock 'n' Roll" and once 
the Dictators' roadie and cook), 
the Dictators belt out such out¬ 
rageous rock monsters as 
"Maister Race Rock," "Back to 
Africa," amd "Teengenerate." 
The cultural intersection 
between The Blue Oyster Cult 
and the Beach Boys, the 
Dictators are incapable of 
putting out a bad song. The 
first song they recorded, 
"Cadifomia Sun," a single, was 
specially cut for the juke box in 
New York's Eagles Nest, then 
the only leather bar in the city 
not catering exclusively to sissy 
(er. . . "refined") tastes in pop 
music. Before Epic got its 
hauids on the band, "California 
Sun" consisted of lyricad 
arrangements like:

All I Can Do (RCA) 

_Dolly Parton_ 

When I was DJ at the 
Cinch (nee Early Bird), I once 
bought BEST OF DOLLY 
PARTON for the bar. It con¬ 
tained a large full-color poster 
of the buxom blonde cutie, an 
artistic mainstay of truckers’ 
cabs all over the country. What 
surprised me is that the poster 
was stolen the very first night I 
put it up. (Michael, DJ at the 
Rainbow Cattle Company, 
keeps his poster secreted away 
in the booth.) 

After making the front 
page of the VILLAGE VOICE 
and the hallowed pages of the 
NEW YORK TIMES, Dolly's fans 
were eager — and almost appre¬ 
hensive — about what her long- 
due new album would be like. 
Would the queen of Sevier 
County, Tennessee, sell out to 
Yankee pop commercialism to 
push the cross-over schtik (ala 
Linda Ronstadt)? Well, all you 
Dolly Parton fans out there 
have nothing to worry about. 
Ole Porter and Dolly know 
where their bread is buttered. 


ALL I CAN DO could just as 
well have been called BEST OF 
DOLLY PARTON, VOL. H, for, 
although there is no poster, the 
album is superb and rings with 
the gorgeous integrity which 
hcis marked adl of Dolly's past 
records. 

Emmylou Harris, a long¬ 
time fan and friend, contributed 
"Boulder to Birmingham" and 
Merle Haggard wrote "Life's 
Like Poetry," but all the other 
eight songs were penned by 
Dolly herself. There are no 
cuts — not one — on the album 
less than excellent, with 
"Boulder to Birmingham," 
"Shattered Image," "All I C«ui 
Do," "Hey, Lucky Lady" and 
"I'm A Drifter" standing out like 
diamonds in a crown of rubies. 

The focus of the album, of 
course, is overwhelmingly 
Dolly's unmatched voceil abili¬ 
ties, but on this LP the quality 
of the supporting musicians is 
so high that there's no way it 
can be overlooked. Porter is 
nobody's fool. The material is 
also excellent. One thing that 
has given Dolly much more of a 
wide audience than her two 
Nashville peers, Loretta Lynn 
and Tammy Wynette, is that 
even when she does soppy/sappy 
songs, she doesn't do them in a 
soppy/sappy style. There can 
be little doubt why Dolly Parton 
was voted the Coimtry Music 
Association's "Female Vocalist 
of the Year.”

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eerie view of reality that goes 
into his songwriting are not the 
qualities AM hits are made of. 
It's a smooth, interesting album 
- not without a sprirtual feel in 
common with some of the New 
York punk-poets who are deter¬ 
mining future directions of 
American pop music. 

If Ivers' live soimd is as 
sensual as the album is, 
September 23, when he opens at 
the Savoy in North Beach, 
promises to be a hot night 
indeed. The former Harvard 
student has a great deal of 
appeal to a wide spectrum of 
potential audience and his new 
album even includes a really 
good homosexual love song, 
"Peter," which is sure to go 
over well in San Francisco. 
(Carly Simon sings background 
on that cut.) 

Peter, why can't you stay with 


me tonight 

Peter, why can't you hold me 
like I like 

I want the chance to turn you 
on 

But when I turn around you're 
gone 

I don't know what to do 
Just to be with you. 

But the beauty of Ivers' songs 
lie in their universality. It is 
musically irrelevant that it is a 
man singing a song of erotic 
love to another man on a cut of 
ein album. (It is socially signifi¬ 
cant that Warner Brothers is 
allowing this kind of thing, 
though.) Other songs name 
women. It doesn't make any 
difference. Ivers' music is 
infectious, a cross between 
strongly-felt blues and "now 
sound" rock. The new album is 
solid and highly listenable. 
Gary Wright's imprint is unmis- 


takeable and it is likely that 
we'll be heauring more from 
PeterIvers soon.

This Is It (Buddha) 

Melba Moore 

Melba Moore's latest 
album on Buddha Records, THIS 
IS IT, showcases the femtastic 
vocalizing that made her a star 
performer in HAIR. The album 
is a soul-disco hybrid with 
instrumental backing by the 
nonpareil rhythm section of 
Steve Gadd (drums), Gordon 
Edwards (bass), Richard Tee 
(keyboards) and Eric Gayle 
(guitar) that churned up millions 
of dancing feet behind Aretha 
Franklin and Joe Cocker, to 
name a few. Vzin McCoy, who 
penned the title track, amd two 
others provide Melba with 
perfect vehicles for her soauring 
vocails. Swooping aroimd the 
rhythm, touching down lightly 
amd slightly breathy, Melba 
conjures images of a younger 
Diauia Ross and a raunchier 
Bette Midler, but in every case, 
light yeaurs aihead of the heavy 
breathers so populaur in disco 
music these days. The fact is, 
Melba Moore can really sing. 
Her theater trained voice is ais 
versatile aus auiy of the 
accompanying instruments and 
cam belt ais on "This Is It," play 
with lyrics effortlessly as on 
"Free," and coauc the most 
leaden listener to dance as on 
Curtis Mayfield’s "Madte Me 
Believe In You" which could be 
am absolute monster of a damce 
hit. THIS IS IT works best when 
Melba unwinds with abamdon 
behind the musicians and is 
weakest on the over-arranged 
tracks where strings sap the 
juice. Her high voice gets lost 
in the string mix. THIS IS IT is 
a good album; amd with the 
right material amd production, 
Melba Moore could record a 
great one. Can't understand, 
though, why she'd wamt to lip- 
synch on SOUL TRAIN. Yuk!

Fox Plays The 

Cathedral

Nearly five thousand 
devotees of fine organ music 
crammed into every avaiilable 
space. last Friday night at 
St. Mary's Romam Catholic 
Cathedral to hear Dr. Virgil 
Fox, as he pontificated from 
center stage ais the premier 
performer of the Festivad of 
Or gam Virtuosos, using two 
organs on which to produce the 
nuance of J. S. Bach's Fugues 
ranging in the scale from 
A Major to D Minor. 

Dr. Fox commenced his 
program after thunderous 
applause from the enthusiastic 
audience by narrating on the 
first section of his two-part 
program, warning that it would 
last one hour amd ten minutes, 
dealing with the spiritual values 
of Bach's glorious music. The 
second half of his program will 
be performed on the 19th, amd I 
hope the cathedral will be able 
to accommodate the expected 
crowd. 

Appropriately, Dr. Fox 
programmed for his opening 
selection "Blessed Jesus We Are 
Here" in A Major; amd if San 
Francisco music lovers were not 
there, they were at the opening 
night of the Sam Framcisco 
Opera season. Still in the key 
of A but in the Minor, he 
selected the Prelude and Fugue 
amd programmed its notes cau¬ 
tiously amd clearly with 
gestures so that the audience 
would know exactly what Bach 
had in mind when he paralleled 
his fugues down what Fox called 
a straight corridor into infinity 
- contrasting this parable to life 
itself and how one could 
achieve serenity amd perfection 
by not veering off to either side 
of right or wrong, good or bad. 

From the A Minor he 
progressed to B Flat Minor 
using the effective Well 
Tempered Clavier to show off 
this awe-inspiring Prelude with 
its flowing use of strings, wood¬ 
winds amd flutes. 

For the next progression 
to B Minor, Fox introduced the 
"Royal V" Travelling Electronic 
Concert Organ which makes up 
in wattage amd power for what 
it might lack in pure organ 
tones. It was at this point that 
the audience began to assim¬ 
ilate the subtle introduction of 
tri-colored lights as they lazily 
amd imobtrusively played their 
melding patterns on the gigan¬ 
tic ceiling patterns of the 
cavernous dome. 

Before commencing his 
next selection. Dr. Fox, with 
the ever glowing twinkle in his 
foxy eye, introduced the 
gramdeur and impressive impor- 
tamce in the musical world of 
Bach's Finale of the St.

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After three well-earned 
encores, the maestro boarded 
the giant electronic organ 
console, warning the audience 
to "hold on" as he blasted into 
that Fillmore East favorite end¬ 
ing in a spontaneous burst of 
ear-splitting sound. 

The Festival concludes on 
the 19th with a tribute perfor- 
mamce to Richard Purvis, which 
will include the Festival Choir, 
Brass, Tympani, Harps and the 
master himself at the Ruffatti 
Pipe Orgcui, at home as much as 
if he were at the console of his 
own giant instrument at Grace 
Cathedral. 

A decorous crowd of 
mixed Cultured persons left the 
cathedral feeling money well- 
spent for a magnificently per¬ 
formed evening of 

entertainment, enjoyment and 
musical enlightenment. 

In summation, if the Pope 
of Rome is the Vicar of Christ 
on Earth, then Virgil Fox is the 
Billy Graham of the Organ 
Console. 


Matthew's Passion. 

In precisely articulated 
commentary. Dr. Fox retold the 
biblical scene as it took place 
on that eventful first Good 
Friday before the Holy Tomb. 
He dramatically pointed out 
that while the crucified Christ 
was securely entombed and 
without any visible signs of 
escape, he arose in the still of 
dawn on the third day; pointing 
out that likewise we can with¬ 
draw from our own entombment 
if we would accept the word of 
God and avail ourselves of the 
avenues open for everyone to 
achieve the wonderments of the 
next plane. 

Archbishop McGucken 
would have been proud to have 
brought so touching cind inspir¬ 
ing a sermonette as did Dr. Fox 
in introducing the carnival of 
electronic effects which he 
produced on the Travelling 
Royal V Concert Organ. 

It was only natural to 
progress to C Sharp tonality 
while the amimated doctor of 
the orgcm keyboard performed 
"Come Sweet Death" in the 
Minor key and Prelude for the 
Major scale. Here again. Dr. 
Fox showed his foot dexterity 
with kaleidoscopic swelled 
effects with broadened diapson 
and Bourdon stops. 

The twinkle in our solo¬ 
ist's subtly humorous eye was 
accented by his rhinestone- 
studded high heeled shoes and 
his sequin-scattered dinner 
jacket which somehow didn't 
seem incongruous with the 
totally mixed audience which 
animated with every word the 
music doctor uttered and the 
notes he played. 

Following the inter¬ 
mission, during which time a 
Virgil Fox recording was 
hawked (with autograph if you

could find him) our soloist 
returned to center stage in a 
less formal dinner jacket, but 
still wearing the glittering 
shoes. He told his enraptured 
audience about the time he sat 
on the organ bench with Claude 
Debussy in Notre Dame 
Cathedral watching the colored 
light patterns as they shone 
through the world-famous Rose 
Window and how the composer 
of Clair de Lune suggested that 
the impression he conceived 
from this austere setting was 
less classical them is hemded 
down by the historians of 
classical music. 

This modern piece of soul- 
searching music was then per¬ 
formed on the Electronic 
Royal V Travelling Organ using 
accented tibias played 
andantino. Too bad the place- • 
ment of the myriad speakers 
was such that it failed in giving 
the tonal magnificence of 
ritenuto dolce. I would have 
preferred to have heard Mr. 
Debussy's "Reverie" since this 


opening of the program after 
the intermission was scheduled 
to be played on the electronic 
organ. 

Concluding with a mag¬ 
nificent rendition of Cesar 
Franck's "Grande Piece 
Symphonique" the ceilings again 
became ablaze with colored 
light patterns, augmented now 
with striking fixed colors on the 
massive reinforcing struts, 
creating exciting shadows and 
shapes throughout the 
cathedral; from the Allegro non 
troppo e maestoso through the 
Andante and into the fugue 
Finale the light attendcmts 
painted the walls and ceilings 
with blazing colored light 
effects which seemed to belong 
with the mastery of Dr. Virgil 
Fox. 

At the conclusion of the 
printed program, the audience 
seemed disappointed in not 
hearing the virtuoso of light and 
sound in a rendition of his now 
famous recording of Bach's 
Toccata and Fugue in A Minor.
